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NOTRE DAME AND THE ADVENT OF
GOTHIC ARCHITECTURE.

devon centuries the towers of Notre Dame
have risen over the i#land eity of Parle, The
nges have pgoawed thele soleain stones, and
filled their scars with the dust, &and tinted their
old walls with the gray of all aotique thiags,
Rajsed by o bumanity that is imwmortal, l.lf:le
tooth and rigor of the winds und rains—

all the unchronicled violences of time—
Lhave not altered the grandeur of their
esential  forms. Bquare, fdrm, majestio,

they mtand to-day over modera P18 as thoy
atood ye -u-rdn{ over the pointed roofs aad nar-
row etreets ol the ancient eivy, They make s
know the grand spicit snd apclent v.gor of a
sople who had none ol the things that are the
oust of the modern mnn. They are the work
ol a people who were united snd nlnost demo-
cratic without the newspaper and the rallway —
n people who were poets and artists without
rr‘llu. skilled workmen without printed ency-
clopmdias, religlous withoat tract socleliez and
secinrinn jouransls,

The grand cathedrals were simultaneously
begun in tie vich citles of France in whiat was
called st the tune the royul domuein, Daring
the twelfth ceontury the people exhitbited an
extraordinary political wovemeut for cousolida-
Lo, and ol cmancipayion from local powers.
They ranged themselves under the lurge idens
of religion and mouarchy, Led by the bishops,
stimulated by the monks, Insiructed by the
architects, they erected the eatbedrals as visible
wypes of something wore mighty than barons
lords, and coonts. They created in A qrami
effort of enthusinsm religious monumants and
national edifices. It was from the anion of all
the forces of Frauce of the twelfth centary thut
the cathedrals wore projected. No humuan work
wans ever more grandly nourished or more boldly
conceived,

To-day we have marvellons agents for the
rapid and sure communicatwon of peoples und of
thoughte; then they made grest snuctouaries for
enchh stricken soul, aud visible proofs ol the
power ol religious fnith,

In the eatnedrals that raised their grave nnd
seulptured walls over the castles of dukes snd
barons to humble them, over the houses of the
poor to eonsole them, all the Iacts, dreams, and
superstitions of their 1ife i the Dark Azes were
cmbodied, The cathedral stones held the me-
morials of the awfal years of suffering and grosa
ruperstition that had afflicied populations afcer
the dissolution ot Roman order. The grotesque
forms thut seem Lo start out of the very walls,
and speak to the mind, are pot capricions and
idle loventions, The very name they bear mes
moriahizes an old medireval soperstition, for
during the Middle Ages the dragons ol Reuen
and Metz were eulled gargoutlics, GFargouitie \s
the French architectural term to day.

It wos iu that night of lgnorance, in those

ears in which soeicty was pluvged into almosst
istorical oblivion, that those disordered and
debased ideas of natursl lte had full play. The
monkish workers in stone shared the supersti-
tion of the people, and thev carved with gosto
the trpir nl viees and beasts, trom which faith
in religion nlope couid protect or deliver man,
Later the more beautiful forms of the sinless
flower and perfect lea’, wiich we find in the
pre and noble Gothie, tock the place of the
east and Lhe dragon. The graceful vine, stone
carved, twined teuderly in the arches, or climbed
the colutn, and the Jower-petal untolded in the
cupital, or under the gallery, or upon the altar,
The mouk had been delivered by art, the people
had founud an 1#sue in the vigor of work snd in
the unity of faith,

The forws which like a petrified population
look over Parls from the walls aud towers of
Notre Dame are surprisingly vigorous and sin-
CoTe ln charupler. Ley show An uncommos
knowledge ot natural stracture, and a rare in-
vention. Sappose you go with me to the summit
ol the towers of Notre Dame, Victor Huzo aund
Theodore Gautler have gone before us, like
sludents aud poets, To eo to the summit you
cutor the north tower tarough a little door, and
nscend three hondred aod cighty-nine steps,
dimly lighted, worn down inte little hollows,
made visible by long, thin cuts in the wall, auen
a8 would serve for au urrow or u sunbesm, At
length you reach the light gallery, supported by
slender ecolumns: about two hundved more
steps in perfect darkness take you to the aum-
mit ot the tower. You are podestalled
by centuries of humau labor; you are
surrounded by dragons, cranca, dogs, and &jes.
Dogs of o ferocious nspect; npes witn the breuwsts
of women and the pow:riul hsodsof men: a
bear, an elepliant, a goat; great musenlar devils,
with Dbacks like dragous, und the face termi-
nating in a suout or a beak, vars like swine, and
horne like bulls—a strauvge leoking bird, half

arrot, balf eagle, with o cloth thrown over the

eud, like an old woman! They are posed on
the balostrude of the gallery, and at each angie
of the towers; at other places they serve as
water epouts, and are called gargoyles. All these
{forme und {aces are carved in the boldest and
largest eculpturesque elyle; the aunutomy
18 well based on nature;
forme truly and expresgively reudered, though

entirely foreign to the Phidian idea of torm, |

These tgures, ubout the size of & wun, posed ut
cach corner of the gallery, or looking down
upon Paris or afar off over the humid Seloe,
show dark agalnst the sky, snd are enormous
in c¢character; In each wn swazing moscalar
encrgy hns been expressed—never 80 much
ferocious force and so wuch variety of inven-

tlon, Thue ﬁrole-.-quo of the bright Greek
mivd s child’s play pext to these in-
teusely hormble fgures. Some o: them

just touch the horrible, indeceut, and ob-
gcene, All hold the horrible or stimulate the
curlosity of the mind, On the towers, over the
fatalest and gayest citles ol the world, your sen-
tincls sre monsters. You question which be
the most terrible, these frank gross demons
sbout you, carved by the old Galic stone-
cutters, or the f{alr, emiling city, s0 vast
and heterogeneous, below you. The radiant
aspect of 1ne city 1s deceptive, like the fabled
sruile of the Sphiux, AL the Morgue, every
morning, you will fiud a fresh victim who has
fuiled under the task it has imposed upon his

ife,

It I8 diflicult to vesist the thoughts that reach

ou at such a belght, The city, which changes
{ke the vestore of & man, far below you; the
cathedral, which remains essentially the sume
through all the ceuturies, about you. Under-
neath, our great humanity dwelling fo poor,
littie, suderiug, floolish men: yot thelr hands
were cnough (o raige such & monument, From
thelr braln these iuveuntions, from their hunds
these forms |

Sirange exaltation and strange humiliation |

for us! We buve been in our unity great enoueh
to create the loug.eudaring; swod la our indi-
vidusl lives we wure mocked by the grandeur
we have malde, and which is the memorial
of our past existence, Au awe of our
ancestors  eleals  over us the ancient
time takes awlul proportions; we forget the
actual Paris, with its costly and mounotonous
barracks, the new opera-house, the new wing of
the Tullerles ! With the deformed Quasimodo
of Victor Hugo, we ean nelther feel alone nor
occupy ourscives with the sctual city. The old
sculptors bad left him the saintly feares and
the grotesque dreams and dreads of their imagi
natlon, Kings, Ubishops, martyrs, silots!
Around the ogival portats, the Lust Judgment
aud s crowd of holy wnd serene souls, 18 mobd
of convulsed snd domned belnes, These wero
hisfriends when be entered the catnedral, When
he went up to strike the sweet aud awlal bella
of the great south lower, ne weut up to demons

and dragons who were not less bis friends,
for Lie was fmuolbar with them, Whata world
in sone! What o soclety! We have no
such impressive and varied types. Until we

stand betore u cothedral of the twelfih or thir-
teenth century, we do pot even kuow thew,

jected to  the charncierization that deines
Gothio archiectute as an exprossion of the
suffiring ot the Mid1e Ages. [ ihink he alludes
especially to one of Taine's lectores at the
Ecole des Benux Arle, It &eems 1o me thai
neither of the writers haa neatly defined
the relatlon of his zeoeriliantion o Lne
particnlar Iacts of the subject, 14 istrue, g
Viollet Ledue suys, the cathedrals are the proof
of the forco :m-T inveutlon of the old Gullig
gp'rit; it 18 not less troe that they embody
sullcring, The forze aund invention is in the
constructive upft; the sulfering Is expresed in
the pleturesque and convaleed forms with which
the conslucilve urt sdoroed jleel

And from what a locielg this construotive art
grew ! from what a eonlety the.e forms were
evolvedl—al the moment when light was qaigk.
eninﬂ the Intelligence, and the instinot-of
brotlerhood was moving Lhe uearls ol papuls-
tions, freah from the Jong marehes and common
scntiment of the Crosndes; warm from that
union for e sacred idea, bringing back from the
Ornent sonvenirs of an older and more opulent
life. In that burning land of color snd light
they had seen vast and ympressive torms, Pagan
temples, rich and beaatiiul, The impression-
nble mind wod fervid heart of the Frank was
amazed and delighted by the superb spectacle
of Constantinople. After hs pilgrimageath rough
the wilderness ned over Ltue woaninius, he
looked upon the proadest and most dezeliog
city of the Orient, [lis recolloe 0ns of France,
adark and cloudy lacd compared with the Bust,
had nothing equal to what he #aw at that mo-
meount, His uoative eity, Parls or Orleans
or Rhelms or Troyes, wus dark sud poor
with heavy Rcman forms or more primi.
tive types of bolldieg. His own Inud
had nothing to equal the Greek snd Orieatal
temples, and gardens, and o renses, and mos-
gues; the groves, whera the rose, the sycamore,
the cypress, mingled their forms and colors; 8
gplendid union of the rich and barburic of the

ast with the simple and pure types of Graece.
His rallgion, his taith, his God, his priesthood
iu the lowlands of his country, were :upwaeuwd
by A grave, gloomy, formal eiyle of edifice, He
hid left hia elties, having the teadal charscter of
gilm castles and goave monasterics, to find
cities full of temples avd mosques, decorated
with color and adorped with gold. He came
from the Enst with tdeas and inspirations, He
could pot import the color or the atmosphere of
the Orient, bat he had received his impulie;
hie mind hed becn started out of traaition,
out of monotony, out of the oppression of Lubit,
He was prepared to create,

Notwithetaudiog the admirably reasoued pages
o which Renan proves the Gothic to huve deve.
oped patorally frem the Komnn siyle, we can-
not resist the old convietion, that the expericnce
of the East orged it into its development, and
uccelerated s departare from the Norman-
Roman,

The experience of the Crusndes bad pat into
nction the whole mind of the epoch, and Ini-
tinted the people into & democeratic. a social life,
The isolated and bratal existence of the tendasl
lord had been invaded; the serf, in becoming
n soldler and & tradesman, had become a
brother and & democrat, aod was fitted
to work on a grand scale. Thought had dawned
with sction. Travel had tavght and lberated
{Le monastic workers,

To emulnte the splendor of the cities he had
scen, to memorinlige bis foath, to enshrine his
religion in torms grapder thun wll the preten-
slons to temporal power nbout hiu, he began to
bulld upon the ruins of Pagan temples, and to
enlarge the old busihicas which hell his altar,
He began to graft upon grave Romau forms a
new type.

He could not have the luminoas Ori-
ent for a Dbackeroand to his spires and
pinnacles; he conld not have the delicate mina-
ret that defined itself alwoays against & deep-
toned and clear sky. Under bils humid and grey
clouds he must muake the torm more salient and
the decoration less dellcate. Ho must wot Jde-
pend vpon the fine neceutuntion of form, and
the clear note of color, about & portal, which
the Oviental could uppose o u broad Hat surluce
for the sun to muke dazziing with light, He
must nse shadows as the urtental availed himseit
of sunshine, So he cul his poriuls deeper; he
made his decoration more vigorous sand scat-
tered; be multiplied forms; he avoided dat sur-
fuces—which the Greek, the Perziag, und the
Moor slways availed tLemselves of, aud with
which they produeced such fine effects.

The Gothic architect pursued the opposite aim,
He mude stones blossom Into leaves and flowers,
und crowded nicles aud arches with images of the
avlmal Nfe he recollected or imngiued, There-
lore, you see the Asiatic elephany aud hippopo-
tamus, when you expeet only purely Occidental
forms and Curistian symbols,

Boon his catbedral became his idolatry, his
urtistic means; uod, vefore the tourteeuth con-
tury, the priest bad only the aultar: the rest
belonged to the people nod to the arust,

The workmen wha hoad been traiuod
the protection of abbeys were at hund to design
and execute. The heraldic drauvehtsmen snd
the iluminators of sacred writings were loarned
sud skilfal; the Cruspdes bad wcressed the

inder

demand for their art, and enlarged
their knowledge, Each noblemun Lad to
Carry upou 18 shield sud Dbreuwst the

jeture-symhol of his origin, his exploiis, his
oyulty; each trade imposed its sign of Leing
upon each workman, These needs gave a
pecullar and powerful impulse to the arts ot
design and color, aud forced them into full
petion; just as to«dny the ueeds of exchaonge of
thought and illustration of knowledge enlist
every form of printed expression,

Thus was prepared the weans for those mar.
vellous cathedrals which, in the short space of
fifty years, reached their full perfection; thus
wns produced an nrt thal was superbly illus.
touted through three snceseding centuries, and
then penshed, “Developed with ao inerediblz
rapidity,” writes Viollet-Ledug, *'it (the Gothic)
auwulﬂnt its apogee fAlty years aflerits first
essnys,

'Inse truly historical epoch of No're Dame
beeins in the twelith century. Auterior to that
time incomplete truditions merely suagzost the
aspect of the cradle of the graud editice which
hus been connected with all the epochs ot the
history, aod associated with the most august

| oames, of Franece, Like most of the cathedeals,

=

it covers ground once dedicated to Pagan gods,
which fsct should touch the rmazination.

The founder of Notre Dame, Maurice de Solly,
“'was of an obscure birth, and superior o his
age, He resolved to bulld upon & new plao the
old basilica, which had formerly served the
Christian population of the island, The frst
stone of Notre Dame was luld in 1163 or 1105, by
Pope Alexauder I, . . . . From the fourteenth
to the dffeenth centory the cathedral uppears to
have retained intaet its first pliysiognomy, But
a teries of changes aud mutilations have sue-
ceeded, without Interraption, to our day.
Piety, which pretends to regencrate the Chureh
by modern cmbellishments, was not loss
fatal than the barbarism thot later fell upon
ft, The labors underiaken iu the seven-
teenth century to corsolidats the editice,
robbed it by turn of its mouldings, its stoue
vegeiation, and its pargoyles. Dourmng the
reign of Louis XV a4 unltorm paving, In large
murble equares, replaced the old  funeral
tablets which eovered the soil of the chureh,
and showed the efligies of & crowd of Mustrious

wreons, When the storm ol the first revolu-

ion burst, gome men, and among them cltizen

Chavmette;, prevalled wvpon the Commune to
gpiare the tegures of the kiugs in the portals,
He claimed, in the nawe of arts and philosophy,
some toleranes for the efligics,”

To what uses 14 bas been put! In the twelith
century, before its high aitar, the Count of Tou-
louse came, bareélooted and ln bis shirct, pentient,
to be absolved by the Churchk and Kng. The
King Bt. Louis walked barelooted unier its hileh
epringing arches, carrylog, it 1s satd, the holy
crown ot thorms, which he boughbt from the
Emperor of Constantinople, lo the nextcon-
tury, Henry VI of England was crowned ab
Notre Lame as Kwg of France,

It 1s a lopg list—the solemn snd splendid
ceremonies enscted in Notre Dame—great days
when the pomp of state and Lthe counsecrations
ol officlal religion were lald open the royul
heads of France. But the oathedral has cvil
duys, The revolutlon comes and descorates it
in the name o! Beaton ! The Convention decrecs
that {18 name ghall be altered, and ou November
10, 1798, abolishes the Cathollc religion, and
chnnges the nawe of Notre Dame into that of
Temple of Keason ! But the uew nome and the
new worshio were not destined to repluce aloog
time the old. The day arrived, fo 1785, wheu it

In 1804 the first Napoleon was crowned Em-
percr of France, and Josephine Bmpress; which
ocontion, writes thoe historian, was the most
sumptuous and =olemn of all the ceremonies
that bsve taken place i the ancient edifice. In
1442, the funersl of the Duke of Urleans; in 1853,
the murringe of the présent Emperor with
Eugenle, Countess of Tebaj Iast, the clristening

The great day of Notre Dame and the religlous
form which it represents has gone, The time
when it represented the highest word ot rell-
glous lfe la pust, I can dream those anclant
duys when the streets about (U wera narrow,
dirty, thronged ; when the lords were brutal, nod
W4¢ people Lelpless serlsj [ can recull that saclony

time when the priest was the teacher, the hope,
the gulde of the people; when he ullered the
word nearest 1o democrney and e%unmy: when
Oatholiclsm repeated the most humane word
thnt Lad been given to man, Then, in the twel(th
and the thirteenth centories, the priest was the
friend of the prople, aud made the Church pow-
erful to protecy the wenk. Then the windows
of Notre Dame, in colestial and intense colord,
made the interior llke a beantifal priem charged
with sacred meanings; the three at rosaces,
mysterions and vivid, filtered and chanzed the
common light of day, and fiattered the aye with
vistons of heaven ltself ; then the virgins conse.
crated to Clirlg’, barefooted, with pure hunds
and white robes, mucde a holy chorus, a =aintly
procession, moving around the nave in the lofty
and remote gatlerlee—n procession ecstatie,
naive, remote. Tohen the ceremonies of the
Church were high, rincere, solemn—for they
had not been contronted by the mflexible fuce
of seirnce, To-day we are emancipated, and
must put sside childish things, A simpler form
of religlons life, with a better word for man, has
appenled to his mind.  The day of the color, the
imbge, the martyr, and the saint has passcd
AWAY, D0 more to return, We have mariyrs,
but science and art celebrate them: we have
saints, but hterature holds their memory.

We go to the grand cathedrals of the Middle
Ageos to-day, They retein musio aod the volce
of bellsto touch us.  All the rest are nothing to
the modern man, They are distinured by t awdty
looking chupels, and” frivolous looking alines,
und lgnoble looking priests, But for the unl-
versal voics of the orgau, the undying charm of
muosic, they would be void and dreary; no better
than Pagan temples and Egyptiso monnments,

Ttean no longer be contested that the Gothie
I8 an art porely French, It was born with
French nuummmg. it was the work of commu-
nities stimulated by the clergy and directed by
laymean, and represents the great social and in-
tellegtual movement of the Middle Azes, In
the largest expression, it was the creation of
the old Gallic genius which, andacions, inven-
tive, rapid, has left the most poetle and 1mpres-
sive embodiment of the religious sentiment of
Christendom. It was the Iast effort t0 make &
u-mﬁlu large enough for humanity, The story
of the bullding of s cathedral reads like a fairy
nle, The f'ml" come from the provinces
environing that of a eathedral like volunteers
of s war for liberty. As they had gome pell-
mell to the Holy Land, so they went pell-
mell 1o build the eathedrals, They are blessed
by the bishop; they go tbhrough the lsud re-
crulting  their forces, chantiog bymne, with
flonting banners; they rally aboul ths walls of &
church or the quarry, and labor for no other
pay than bread.

VICTOR HUGO AT HOME,

A Visit to Hanteville House, Jersey.

A vew literary journal, called 7Z%e Gau’, re-
cently sturted in Paris by M. Heori de Peue,
contuins iu one of its numbers a pleasant
account of n visit mude by 4 brother writer and
himsell 10 the distinguithed ‘*‘exile” Victor
Hugo, at bis home in the lsland of Jersey, (Yom
which we translate the lollowiug:—

We armyed at Guernsey about 8 o'clock inthe
mornieg, and were soon alter shown, on the
heights that overlook the town, o white cottuge
which we wete told was the house of “*Master
Yugo.” Arrived at the doorofl the poet, two
Servanle were consecutively astonished at our
fmprudence in catliog upon M. Huogo at such an
early hour.

To put this matter to s more prac-
ticul test, we careinlly measored some ol the
larger blocks in the Glzeh Pyramids, sud by
caleculation we found that the heaviest block of
stone muking up the structure of the pyramid
did not exceed two and a bhalf tons, aud that b
far the greater parl were, of course, mMuc
